William S. Nichols Thought 
Horse of His Companion, 
a Nurse at Hospital, Was 
Running Away, and Was

While trying to overtake the horse 
of his companion, a nurse at base hos- 
pital No. 66, First Lieutenant Wil- 
liam 8. Nichols, of the medical re- 
serve corps, Seventeenth infantry, was 
killed instantly at Fort McPherson 
at 7:30 Friday evening. 

Ideutenant Nichols andthe nurse, 
who is a dietitian at the hospital, 
were returnthg from a horseback ride 
and were going to the corral at the time 
of the accident. 

Her horse wae in the lead and it 
seemed to him that the animal was 
running away. At the bend of the 
road he tried to overtake her .in order 
to stop the horse. 

His horse shied, then slipped on the 
pavement and went over a 5-foot em- 
bankment, throwing horse and man 
against a tree, the steed pinning the 
HNeutenant against the tree.

GEORGIA PEACHES 


Eighty Negroes Are Given 
Furloughs From Cam Pp 
Gordon to Assist in Re- 
Icing Cars in Atlanta. 


The Georgia food administration in 
its efforts to save to the growers and 
shippers of the state the immense 
peach crop now in transit and that yet 
to be moved, has appealed to officials 
at Camp Gordon to furlough soldiers 
in sufficient numbers to reice the 
hundreds of cars that will be stopped 
in Atlanta for this purpose, and, quick 
to see the necessity of this request, 
the military officials called for volunre 
teers among the negro increments re- 
cently arriving at camp. 

Eighty offered their services, and 
Friday night at 7 o’clock they were 
transported in army trucks from Camp 
Gordon and distributed among the 
three reicing plants in the Atlanta 
railroad yards, where they immediately 
began the task of saving a situation 
which was fast becoming critical. 

The decision to request this action 
was made by Major D. F. McClatchey, 
in conjunction with ice officials and 
J. B. Scott, general manager of the 
fruit growers express, after all efforts 
to secure civilian labor had failed.

Except for the Italian theater little 
fighting ie in progress. Southwest of 
Goissous, near Favorelies, and a little 
farther south, near Hautvesnes, the 
French in more of their daily attacks 
have bettered their position and taken 
prisoners from the Germans. In the 
regions of Arras and Albert the British 
lMkewise have made gains end.aleo re- 
puised German attacks near’ Merris, on 
the Flanders front.

NEAR IN FRANCE. 


Paris, June 21.—(Havas Agency.)— 
Grave events are impending on the 
British front, according to military ex- 
perts who see in the intensity of the 
German cannonade at various points 
the preliminary steps of a new Ger- 
man attack. It is pointed out that the- 
fourth army group, under Crown 
Prince Rupprecht, of Bavaria, has had 
leleure for reorganization during the 
three weeks since it was engaged in 
battle, and now is ready for a new ef- 
fort along the front.

FLOOD IN PIAVE 
PROVES FATEFUL 
FOR THE INVADERS 


Italian Headquarters in Northern 
Italy, June 21—(By the Associated 
Press.)—-Fresh rains have turned the 
Piave river into a swirling yellow 
flood, which moves silently, but swift- 
ly, dealing a fateful blow to the Aus- 
trians on its western bank, tearing up 
the communication lines and prevent- 
ing succor being given the shattered 
divisions struggling under the steady 
pounding of the Italian guns of the 
Duke of Aosta’s third army. 

The satisfaction of the Italians over 
the present situation is matched only 
by the anger of the Austrian command. 
According to prisoners, the swollen 
river has been the culmination of a 
geries of difficuMies which prevented 
the Austrians from making headway 
either on the Montello plateau or that 
section of the country lying between 
the Treviso-Mestre and the San Dona 
Gi Piave-Mestre railway lines, where 
the fighting has been hard and cruel 
all the week, with the Austrians sorely 
pressed at every point and harassed 
on both sides of the river by the Ital- 
fan small guns and also huge pieces 
belonging to the navy mounted on 
floats, which move about the water- 
way at will. 


Rome, June 21.—The efforts of the 
Austrians to widen the northeastern 
salient on the Montello, the keystone 
of the Piave front toward the west, 
have failed, Premier Orlando Informed 
parliament. 

Toward the south, the premier stat- 
ed, the enemy again succeeded in 
crossing the Montebelluna-Susegana 
railway at séveral points near the 
Nervesa station, but was promptly 
etopped. On the lower Piave the Ital- 
fans gained more ground.

AMERICAN AIRMEN 
FIGHTING FOR ITALY. 


Italian Headquarters, June 21.—The 
first American aviators to fly on the 
Italian front went Thursday on a 
Bombing expedition and succeeded in 
Dlowing two holes in a new Austrian 
bridge across the Piave river. 

The commander of the Italian avia- 
tion camp expressed satisfaction with 
the work of the Americans. The avia- 
tion forces on this front are ‘display- 
ing the most intense activity.

ITALIANS FAIL, 
AUSTRIANS SAY. 


Vienna, June 21.—(Via London.)— 
The Austrian official communication 
issued today says: 

‘“Yesterday the enemy continued his 
attacks with undiminished violence 
to wrest from us the successes we 
won west of the Piave. His efforts 
again were vain. All his assauite 
were broken down before the un- 
flinching resistance of our heroic 
troops. 

“The struggle on the Carso plateau 
and on the Montello increased to 
especial violence. Field Marshal 
Zegiger’s divisions in their hastily 
constructed trenches destroyed «‘vaves 
of the enemy storming troops. Every- 
where our soldiers stood their ground 
in the hand-to-hand fightine. 

“On a front of twelve kilometers 
the enemy concentrated’ thrusting 
troops amounting to eight regiments 
in order to shake the wall formed by 
our brave men. The tremendous con- 
sumption of their power forced the 
Italians to throw reserves after re- 
serves into the battle. Apart from 
their sanguinary. losses the tuamiber 
of pfisoners ajso increased daily. 
Thirty-two hundred prisoners were 
captured on the last fighting day, but 
one on the Montello alone. Of these 
2,000 were taken by a single Hun- 
garian infantry regiment. 

“The Hungarian regiments, Austrian 
reserves and Hungarian honveds have 
added a new and honorable page to 
their glorious history as attackers as 
well as defenders in hot engagements, 
which have continued day and night. 

“On the mountain front artillery 
duels prevailed yesterday.” 


EXTENSIVE RAIDS 
ON GERMAN LINES © 
MADE BY BRITISH 


London, June 21.—Further extensive 
raiding and patrol operations were 
carried out by British troops last night 
in the Arras region and on the front 
to the south of Albert. Attempts by 
the Germans to regain the ground 
won yesterday by the British near 
Merris, on the Flanders front, were re- 
pulsed, today’s war office announce- 
ment states, 

The statement reads: 

“During the night we captured a 
few prisoners and machine guns and 
inflicted many casualties upon the en- 
emy in raids and patrol encounters in 
Aveluy wood, in the neighborhood of 
‘Hebtiterne and Boyelles, and on both 
banks of the Scarpe. 

‘Several hostile attempts to recap- 
ture the ground gained by us yester- 
day morning northwest of Merris were 
repulsed with loss to the enemy. 

“There is nothing further to re- 
port.” 

The British official communication 
issued this evening says: 

“In last night’s raids north of the 
Secarpe, Scottish bait eo penetrated 
German trenches, inflicting heavy 
casualties on the enemy’s garrison and 
captured a number of prisoners. <A 
number of dugouts and several 
chine guns were blown up and de- 
stroyed. 

“Nothing of special interest occurred 
today.” 


FRENCH GAIN 
NEAR SOISSONS. 


Paris, June 21.—French troops last 
night carried out operations on the 
front southwest of Soissons which re- 
sulted in the improvement of their po- 
sitions in the neighborhood of Faver- 
olles.

The British people standing in long 
queues outside butcher and grocery 
shops, knowing that when they finally 
reach the shop there may be nothing 
left, nevertheless pluckily spend the 
weary hours of waiting in joking and 
singing conservation rhymes. Here is 
one of the favorites: 


“Bach ounce that you take 
Has a life at stake 
And is helping to win the war, 
Think once and think twice 
Ere you cut a new slice, 
And show honor and pluck and good 
, sense. 
Bread is blood, bread is guns, 
iBread’s our fort ’gainst the Huns. 
Don’t destroy the last line of defense.” 


There it is in a nutshell, 
line of defense—BREAD. 

The Germans may break through our 
lines on the western front temporarily. 
They may even sweep over all of 
France in their mad, insatiable thirst 
for the conquest of the world. But un- 
til they have broken down our bread 
line they have not conquered. 

The day, however, when the allies 

and our soldiers call for more bread, 
and that bread is not forthcoming, 
that day Germany shall have won the 
war.

Waycross, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)— 
Lieutenant C. D. Booth, of the Canadian 
expeditionary forces, spoke at the Cen- 
tral Baptist tabernacle last night un- 
der the auspices of the thrift stamp 
committee. T. J. Darling, county chair- 
man, presided and J. E. T. Bowden in- 
troduced the speaker.

Non - Productive Class. 
Baseball Is Regarded as 
Non-Productive. 


Washington, June 21.—Instructions 


to draft boards were issued today by 
Provost Marshal General Crowder ex- 
plaining and amplifying the work or 
fight order under which after July 1 
all men of draft age, regardless of 
their present classificatien, must en- 
gage in employment held to be pro- 
ductive or join the army. 


“When it has been determined that 
@ person in deferred classification. is 
an idler or is engaged In non-produc- 
tive service,” say the instructions, “the 
classification and order number of such 
person will be withdrawn and he will 
be immediately inducted into the mili- 
tary service.” 


Baseball Non-Productive. 
Several specific rulings are made as 
to the effect of the order upon certain 
Classes named as non-productive. In 
the case of sports and amusements, the 
language of the order is repeated with 
emphasis, but without mentioning pro- 
fessional baseball, an expected an-

AMERICAN FORCES 
STRAIGHTEN NE 


By Series of Brilliantly Ex- 
ecuted Attacks on the 
North of Belleau’ Wood 
Near Chateau Thierry. 


With the American Army in France, 
June 21.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The American forces northwest of 
Chateau Thierry this morning further 
straightened their line by a series of 
small but brilliantly executed attacks 
on the north side of Belleau wood. 

The American troops rushed the de- 
sired positions held by the ‘enemy in 
Belleau wood without the customary 
artillery preparation. The Germans for 


the most part took a few shots and 
then retired. One enemy post held its 
ground and was quickly annihilated. 
To the east of Belleau wood a thin 
line of American skirmishers advanced, 
firing as they went, and obtained their 
objectives without difficulty. All the 
operations were carried out as planned. 
As a result other American positions 
have been strengthened and we are bet- 
ter able to withstand an assault when 
it comes, 

American artillery at midnight last 
night poured an avalanche of projec- 
tiles into the wood to the east of Cha- 
teau Thierry, where aerial photographs 
had showed there was a host of Ger- 
man troops and much enemy material. 


The enemy undoubtedly was severely 
punished. 

The American fire reached the high- 
est concentration in a 10-minute peri- 
od when 1,200 shells of all calibers 
fell on one small area. Later the Amer- 
ican gunners concentrated their fire 
on the town of Brasles, where many 
of the enemy were assembled, and 
which was the scene of recent captures 
of prisoners by our trols. Aerial ob- 
servations today show the extreme 
accuracy of fire, but of course the exact 
effect Is unknown.

ATLANTA’S SCHOOL SYSTEM. 
“UNTIL THE SYSTEM !IS CHANGED 
THERE IS NO FUTURE FOR THE AT- 
LANTA SCHOOLS.”—Statement of Miss 
Laura Smith last Thursday before the coun- 
cfl school system investgation committee. 


Were a whole volume to be written upon 
the Atlanta public school system the pre- 
cise, unquestionable truth of the whole sit- 
uation could not be better expressed nor 
more clearly stated than as it is summed 
up in the foregoing epigrammatic statement 
by one of the foremost women educators of 
the United States. 

That statement is the truth, the whole 
truth, uttered by one whose unquestioned 
competency to speak gives it weight, and 
under circumstances peculiarly arrayed to 
protect it against any suggestion of per- 
sonal design or unwholesome motive. 

Miss Smith is a Georgia woman, having 
been born and reared in this state. She 
developed genius as a practical, progressive 
instructor, and a school organizer and exec- 
utive tRat attracted the attention of educa- 
tional authorities the country over, and led 
to her being called to Chicago. 
brought back to Georgia four years ago, 


She was 


since which time she has served in an im- 
portant executive capacity in the Atlanta 
school system. 

She is now on her way to France, sum- 
moned by the Red Cross society to engage 
in the exacting work of rehabilitating and 
reorganizing the educational system in the 
devastated and war-torn regions of north- 
ern France. 

Her statement before the school investi- 
gators was made upon the very eve of her 
. departure, after she had severed all connec- 
tions with the Atlanta schools, and obvi- 
ously, therefore, she spoke as one having 
no occasion to expect reward nor to fear 
possible punishment as a result of what she 
might say. She spoke as a “free lance,” 
and as a competent, clear-visioned, consci- 
entious observer, and in the light of years 
of experience and closest affiliation with 
that of which she spoke. 

Miss Smiith’s statement is pitched upon 
a lofty plane, free from personality and from 
personal animus. It attacks no man nor set 
of men, further than individual connection 
with the school system necessarily draws 
them within the circle of her criticism of 
the fundamenta! plan. 

In connection with her epitomized de- 
claration that “until the system is changed, 
there is no future for the Atlanta schools,” 
Miss Smith goes on and specifies what, in 
her opinion anc judgment, constitute the 
paramount fundamental errors that exist in 
' our plan of public education, listing them as 
follows: 

1. Too many board members. 

2. The emphasis laid upon ward politics. 

3. The power thus given to city council 
over the board of education, and indirectly 
over the schools of the city. 


“In this plan,” she said, “are to be found 


most of the evils now existing in our sys- 


3 Still more specifically, Miss Smith took 
* up one by one various and sundry defects 
in the general plan under which the school 
 gffairs of Atlanta are administered. For 
‘fnstance, the merit system of rating teach- 


ers, she said, “is bad from practically every celebration. 
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standpoint; ” yet it is the system employed ; 


here. It was installed in Atlanta without 
the knowledge, to say nothing of the ap- 
proval, of the teachers; and as a general 


proposition Miss Smith declared with point : 


that “no system ought to be adopted before 
it has been put before the teachers and 
thoroughly understood by them.” 


Atlanta, she said, is wholly archaic and bad, 


and she cited instances in her own experi- | 


ence to support her point. 
“However,” she said— 


“the tyranny and unfairness which are 
possible under our present system did 
not fully impress themselves upon me 
until a few days later when I was told 
by one who was present at the meeting 
that at the meeting of the finance com- 
mittee on January 17, when the school 
budget was under discussion, it was 
decided to abolish the special classes 
which I had asked the board’s permis~ 
sion to organize three years before, be- 
cause [ had requested $100 to provide 
these children with. the necessary ma- 
terials for handwork. This, however, was 
later reconsidered.” 


As to the characterization ‘Prussian- 
ism,’ which has been applied to critics of 
the school management under the Atlanta 
system, Miss Smith said: 


“The charge of ‘Prussianism’ has been 
made more than once during this trial. 
These charges, as I have said, are all 
true.” 


The whole siatement of this remarkable 
woman is to the point, convincing and 
basicly sound, and every word that it con- 
tains goes to bear out thé contention that 
The Constitution has been making for years 
—that is, that, without accusing, or im- 
pugning the motives of, any individual, the 
whole system of public education in Atlanta 
is full of faults and fundamentally defective 
and unsound! > 

A remedy must be found; and it must 
be applied to the very foundation cf the 
school plan. 

The Constitution makes no accusation 
against any individual connected with the 
school department; but it does attack, as it 
has been attacking for years, the plan of 
management of the school department, just 
as it has, does and always will, attack the 
plan of management of any department that 
is governed by cumbersome, interlocking 
boards and committees created, controlled 
and perpetuated by politics! 

Miss Smith’s paper is a remarkable doc- 
ument; and let us hope that every word 
in it will sink into the brain and the heart 
of every school and every city official, and 
of every parent and every citizen ef Atianta! 

She has performed a wonderful service 
to this city in pointing out so fearlessly, 
so fairly and so convincingly the defects 
of the one branch of our civic government 
most vitally effective upon the people as a 
whole and upon the citizenship of tomor- 
row. 

And now it-is left for the citizens of 
Atlanta to decide upon and employ _the

remedy. 


MEDICOS DENOUNCE J. B. 


Following his installation as head of the 
American Medical association, in Chicago, 
a few days ago, Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan 
delivered an address in which he bespoké 
nation-wide bone-dry prohibition as a meas- 
ure of inestimable benefit to military and 
civil population alike. 

Liberally applauded by his hearers, 
among them being some of the most emi- 
nent physicians and medical scientists in 
the world, Dr. Bevan styled the elimination 
of John Barleycorn “the greatest single fac- 
tor that can be controlled in the interest 
of public health,” and he predicted that one 
of humanity’s blessings to come out of the 
present war will be the total eradication 
of the drink evil from society the world 
over. 

’ That will come, said he, not as the fruit 
of fanaticism nor of a Puritanical crusade, 
but in the course of social and scientific 
development, because the tendency of liquor 
is wholly bad and demoralizing to the body 
as well as to the brain of man. And after 
the war the demands that will confront 
every surviving inhabitant will be so mani- 
fold and so exacting as to require that de- 
gree of mental and physical competency 
that is unattainable in the presence of in- 
toxicating spirits. 

“In the slow evolution of civilization,” 
said Dr. Bevan— 

“Many great wrongs became so in- 
trenched that it required centuries of ed- 
ucation or revolution to extirpate them. 
Among these great wrongs, too long tol- 
erated, none has done more injury to 
mankind than drink. Now the swiftly- 
moving course of events is writing the 
death warrant of autocracy and rule by 
‘divine right,’ and science and education 
should eliminate not only plagues and 


epidemics, but also the curse of drink, 
from the world.” 


And with a bone-dry prohibition amend- 
ment to our constitution pending, and with 
the state legislatures falling into line and 
ratifying it one by one as opportunity offers, 
the gratifying indications are that the 
United States will lead the other great na- 
tions in placing itself upon an efficient, 
liquorless basis, so as to be in a position to 
do its maximum share of the work of recon- 
structing the world after the war.

In Defense of the Late 
Methodist General Conference 


Editor Constitution: The eighteenth ses.* 
sion of the general conferenee of the Metho- 
dist church, South, which was recently held 
in Atlanta, has adjourned and its acts have 
entered into the history of the church and 
the final and correct valuation of the meas- 
ures adopted will have to be made in the fu- 
ture. While, no doubt some mistakes were 
made I do not: believe that the severe criti- 
cism of the body made in the card of the 
Rev. W. F. Glenn, which was published ‘in 
the issue of your valued paper of date of 
June 16, is deserved and I desire to file a 
respectful demurrer to his charges. 

The bishops vetoed the laity rights meas- 
ure and required it to be submitted to the 
annual conferences. In so doing they Were 
fully within their rights. This matter, when 


before the Northern Methodist conference, 
was held by that body to be constitutional 
and was sent back to the annual conferences. 
It does not seem fair’‘to criticise Southern 
Methodist bishops even if they did agree with 
the northern general conference as to the 
proper legal procedure in this matter. There 
may be some who believe that to take one 
step in the same path in which the M. k&. 
church has walked is full of peril and per- 
niciousness, but that is by no means the rep- 
resentative opinion as to the matter It was 
the right of our bishops—thev even thought 
it was their duty—to require the submission 
of the laity rights matter to the annual con- 
ferences and they do not deserve the criti- 
cism which is directed against them ag to 
this matter. 

It is charged that the general conference 
was stormy. If hey have frequently 
been so, and storms are provided for in 
economy of nature as also in wise ecclesias- 
tical systems. When they are not too 
structive they do good and the ozone 
the storm means refreshment and renewed 
vigor, and I venture the prediction that the 
Southern Methodist church is entering into a 
period of renewed and deepened consecra- 
tion to the work of the kingdom, and the 
late general conference, when the awards of 
the impartial historian are made, will be 
given some of the credit for this. 


As to the charge of irreve@rence and un- 
brotherliness made by Dr. Glenn it can only 
be said that these did not appear to the man 
on the inside. The stick that is stretched 


down into the water by the man on the bank 
looks bent to him as he looks down at it 
but it really is not bent. As an illustration, 
if the personal may be pardoned, at the time 
of greatest excitement, immediately after the 
bishops’ veto was submitted, I soukht by a 
point of law to remove from ihe floor one of 
the venerable members of the body who 
was undertaking to discuss the legal bear- 
ings of the veto. He did not feel aggrieved 
at my action and yielded me the floor shortly 
after that on another matter. Vigor of con- 
viction and of utterance does not indicate 
unbrotherliness, though to quiet and com- 
placent persons to whom ardor of action or 
conviction has become a ‘vague memory it 
may seem so. 1 deny the charge that’ the 
general conference was characterized by ir- 
reverence and unbrotherliness and | regret 
as a member of the North Georgia confer- 
ence, within whose bounds this body met 
that such a charge should be made by pyr’ 
Glenn, whom we all delight to honor. but 
who does not, in this matter, I believe,’ rep- 
resent the sentiment of Georgia Method iste 
and it shouid be added that he does not 
claim to represent them. 
As to Unification. 
As to unification it can be said thar tne 
action of the gencral conference was as 
conservative as possible unless the whole 


effort for unification was to be practically 
abandoned. The action of the auatesenn, 
was agreeable to the commissioners, or at 
least to the great majority of them, and in 
refusing to discontinue the commission the 
general conference followed in spirit the 
illustrious example of Dr. Lovick Pierce. 

When he went to the general conference 
of 1848 as a fraternal messenger that body 
refused to receive him, whereupon he made 
a reply, which for magnanimity and states- 
manship will have immortality in the an- 
nals of American Methodism. He said “My 
church can never renew the offer of fra- 
ternal relations between the’ two great 
bodies of Wesleyan Methodists in the United 
States. But the proposition can be renewed 
at any time, either now or hereafter, by the 
Methodist Episcopal church, and if ever made 
upon the basis of the plan of separation, as 
adopted by the general conference of 1844 
the church, south, will cordially entertain 
the proposition.”

How Georgia Answers 
The Nation’s Call. 


One of the most interesting compilations 
made by any branch of the state govern~ 
ment. in connection with Georgia’s agricul- 
tural operations, is now in course of com- 
pletion by the farm help department. 

The full reports from 39 Georgia coun- 
ties have just been tabulated. These re- 
ports show— 

First, that cotton 
is less than in 1917. 

Second, that corn and wheat acreage have 
been materially inerensed. : 

Third, that peas, potatoes, beans, sugar 
cane and vegetables have been planted on an 
even greater basis of increased production 
than grains. 

Fourth, that 
creased, 

Fifth, that non-essentials, es, for instance, 
melons, have been decidedly decreased. 

Sixth, that live stock production—pork 
and beef—-has been more extensively in- 
creased than any other product of the farm. 

Ail of which, in general, prove— 

That the farmers of Georgia have an- 
swered the nation's call for more food crops, 
of the substantial varieties that can serve 
the best purposes: and that despite the crisis 
in labor conditions, they are by almost su- 
perhuman effort actually growing more 
foods and forage, under a heavier acreage 
tillage, with help, than they have ever 
grown before. 

And the 1918 comparisons are with the 
then greatly increased food crops of 1917.

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Fearing Effect of “Dryness,” 
Senate Committee Decides 
to Reopen Hearings. 


* Washington, June 21.—Fearing that 


absolute prohibition might so affect 
the labor of the country as to inter- 
fere with the prosecution of the war, 
the senate agriculture committee to- 
day decided to reopen hearings on the 
Jones amendment to the $11,000,000 
emergency agricultural appropriation 
bill in order to investigate more fully 
that phase of the question. The hear- 
ings were to have been resumed tomor- 
row, but-owing to the inability of rep- 
resentatives of the shipping board and 
others to be present, they were post- 
poned until Tuesday. 


In reaching agreement to continue 
the hearings, the committee called upon 
Secretary Daniels, Postmaster General 
Burleson, Chairman Hurley and Bain- 
bridge Colby, of the shipping board; 
Director General Schwab, of the emer- 
gency fleet corporation, and the heads 
of a number of industrial plants em- 
ploying large numbers of men to ap- 
pear as witnesses. Supporters of the 
amendment also plan to call a number 
of witnesses and Senator Gore, of Ok- 
lahoma, chairman of the committee, 
who returned to Washington last night 
to take char of the bill, said the 
hearings would continue two or three

gions. No action was taken on either 
proposal. 

Although President Wilson so far 
has refrained from taking any part di- 
rectly in the matter, it was learned 
tonight the white house is showing an 
active interest in the committee’s delib- 
erations and some senators believe that 
the opposition of the members of the 
shipping board to the amendment re- 
flects the white house view. 

Senator Thompson conferred with the 
president today, but declined to discuss 
the meeting, further than to say the 
president’s attitude was unchanged; 
that while not opposed to such legis- 
lation he did object to it interferring 
with necessary war legislaton.

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Gen. Pershing Formally Denies 
Reports Circulated in the 
United States. 


Washington, June 21.-—FPormal denial 
of reports circulated in this country, 
presumably by German 
negro soldiers with the American ex- 
pedition forces ‘are being given more 
dangerous work than the white troops 
was cabled to the war department to- 
day by General Pershing. The message 
said the negroes were in high spirits 
and that their only complaint was that 
they were not given more _ active 
service. 


General Pershing said he could not 
“commend too highly the spirit shown 
poset the colored combat troops, who 
exhibit fine capacity for quick train- 
ing and eagerness for the most dan- 
gerous work.” 

The general’s cablegram, which was 
in reply to one of inquiry sent by 
Secretary Baker, said: 

“The stories, probably invented by 
German agents, that colored soldiers in 
France are always placed in most dan- 
gerous positions and sacrificed to save 
white soldiers, that when wounded they 
are left on ground to die without medi- 
cal attention, etc., are absolutely false. 

“The following are the losses as re- 
ported up to June 18 in the four col- 
ored combat regiments now in France: 
Three Hundred and Sixty-ninth infan- 
try, died of wounds 3, died of disease 
8, severely wounded 2; 870th infantry, 
died of wounds none, died of disease 3, 
severely wounded none; 37ist in- 
fantry, died of wounds none, died of 
disease 8, severely wounded none; 372d 
infantry, died of wounds none, died of 
disease 3, severely wounded none. These 
figures show conclusively ‘that negro 
troops have not thus far occupied po- 
sitions as dangerous as those occupied 
by white troops and that their physi- 
cal condition is excellent. 

“A tour of inspection just completed 
among American negro troops by offi- 
cers of the training section of these 
headquarters show the comparatively 
high degree of training and efficiency 
among these troops. Their training is 
identical with that of other American 
troops serving with the French army, 
the effort being to lead all American 
troops gradually to heavy combat duty 
to a preliminary service in trenches in 
quiet sectors. Colored troops in trenches 
have been very fortunate, as one regi- 
ment had been there a month before 
any losses were suffered. This was 
almost unheard of heretofore on the 
western front. 

“The exploits of two colored infan- 
trymen some weeks ago in repelling a 
much larger German patrol, ‘killing and 
wounding several Germans and winning 
the Croix de Guerre by their galantry, 
has aroused a fine spirit of emulation 
throughout the colored troops, all of 
‘whom are looking forward to more 
‘active service. Only regret expressed 
by colored troops is that they are not 
given more dangerous work to do. They 
pare especially amused at the most dan- 
gerous positions and all are desirous 
of having more active service than 
has been permitted them thus far. I 
cannot commend too highly the spirit 
showed among the colored combat 
troops who exhibit fine capacity for 
quick training and eagerness for the 
most dangerous work.”

Cotton Offerings During 
Week Have Been Well 
Absorbed on Moderate Set- 
backs, With Buyers En- 
couraged by Firm Spots. 


New York, June 21.—Favorable crop 
advices have encouraged bearish senti- 
ment on the ultimate trend of values 


inepire any general or aggressive sell- 
ing in the cotton market during the 
past week. Offerings, indeed, have been 
very well absorbed on comparatively 
moderate setbacks with buyers encour- 
aged by the continued absence of spot 
pressure and the appearance of trade 
buying on declines. After selling at 
24.83 on Monday, October’ contracts 


reacted: to 23.75, but recovered, selling 
at 24.91 later in the week, or the high- 
est price touched since that delivery 
broke to 22.51 toward the end of last 
month. 

Nervousness over high temperatures 
in the southwest have increased the 
disposition to cover short contracts, 
particularly as the action of the mar- 
ket suggested that bearish end-June 
condition figures had been discounted. 
Private advices so far received do not 
indicate any actual damage from the 
heated spell in Texas, but July and 
August are considered critical months, 
and the fear of a droughty period is in- 
creased this season by the deficiency 
of sub-soil moisture in that section. 
Otherwise, the week’s weather and crop 
news has been generally bearish. 

A report issued today indicated an 
increase of 3.69 per cent in acreage, 
and the weekly report of the weather 
bureau made a very favorable show- 
ing, except for its mention of increas- 
ing boll weevil in Alabama, Georgia 
and Mississippi. There has, consequent- 
ly, been no change of sentiment as to 
the probable showing of the end-June 
condition figures, which are expected 
to show a larger margin over the ten- 
year average than the report of the 
previous month, and the trade is also 
talking an increase of beteen 2 and 3 
per cent in the official acreage figures. 

The larger exports have had a sus- 
taining influence on prices, and com- 
bined with the continued reports of 
increased production of shipping, have 
led to talk of possibly freer distribution 
during the autumn. The more favor- 
able character of the war news has 
also had a sentimental effect, and many 
anticipate an improvement in trade 
demand as soon as plans for price- 
fixing in goods have been definitely 
formulated. A further widening of dif- 
ferences between high and low grades 
has been reported in some of the south- 
ern markets, but there has been very 
little hedge selling against either old 
or new crop cotton.

There 
were rallies right after the call, with 
July selling at 26.63 and December at 
24.30, but the market quickly weakened 
again on reassuring crop advices from 
the southwest, realizing for over the 


week-end and other scattered selling, 
which included further selling of new 
crop months for Liverpool accounts. 

July broke to 26.25 and December to 
28.99, making net declines of 40 to 47 
points during the middle of the morn- 
ing. The more urgent offerings appear- 
ed to have been absorbed at this level, 
however, and the market firmed up 
later in the day, with July relatively 
firm on covering and trade buying. 

The high temperatures shown in the 
southwest by detailed weather reports 
seemed to revive the nervousness over 
Texas crop progress and the market 
was also influenced by the continued 
favorable character of the war news. 
July reached the best prices of the day 
in the late trading, selling at 26.68, or 
within 4 points of last night’s close, 
and the market closed at recoveries of 
some 19 to 27 points from the lowest. 
A local authority estimates the acre- 
age at 41,107,429 acres, against 39,- 
688,045 last year, an increase of 3.59 
per cent.

N. O. COTTON FLUOCTUATES 
WITHIN NARROW LIMITS 


New Orleans, June 21.—Fluctuations 
in cotton were rather narrow today, 
the market being held within limits by 
the even balance between the principal 
influences at work. A more favorable 
view was taken of the weather condi- 
tions in the western Delt, but against 
this, as a bearish factor, was the better 
interpretation placed on war news, the 
strong demand at higher prices for the 
better grades of spots and the inclina- 
tion of shorts to cover, which led to 
the claim on the long side that the 
market was oversold. 

In the early trading prices fell 24 to 
30 points on reports of more moderate 
temperatures in Texas and the arrival 
of the first bale of the new crop. in 
that state. Before the session was 
very old buying made its appearance, 
being based partly on war news and 
partly on reports of sales of spots 
after hours yesterday at higher prices 
than board quotations. Theré. was a 
gradual recovery until July stood 11 
points over yesterday’s close and the 
new crops were within 8 to 11 points 
of yesterday’s final prices.

MOST GEORGIA COUNTIES 
SHOW SURPLUS OF CORN 


A brief survey of the southeastern divi- 
sion, showing districts which need corn and 
those which have a surplus, follows: 

Florida: Reports indicate that, with the 
exception of Holmes and Jackson counties, 
which counties report a surplus, there is 
not a sufficient supply of corn in this state 
to meet the requirements, and it will be 
necessary to ship in quite a large quantity. 
Some of this ig needed for immediate use, 
but shipments will be required from the 
present timé until September. 

Georgia: While some of the counties in- 
dicate that it will be necessary to ship corn 
in, the majority show a surplus. The re- 
ports in general indicate the\quality to be 
good. Quite a few of the counties in this 
state produce a sufficient amount of corn 
to meet the eos | demand. 

In the southeastern district six counties 
show a shortage and only four show a sur- 
plus, but it is to be noted that the sur- 
plus in this section is greater than the 
shortage. The bulk of this corn is snapped 
and shelled. 

Reports from the southwestern district 
indicate five counties having a shortage and 
fourteen counties having a surplus. Practi- 
cally all of this corn is snapped. 

In the northern district there are twelve 
counties which have a shortage and only 
eight that show a surplus, but the surplus 
is also greater in this section, as is indicated 
in the southeastern district. The majority 
of this surplus is on the cob. 

Alabama: The available corn in this state 
is snapped, on the cob, and shelled. It is 
in good condition. It will be necessary to 
ship corn into the southeastern and south- 
western districts, while the northern dis- 
trict shows a surplus. This corn will be 
needed from the present time until October, 
some of it being needed for immediate use, 

Mississippi: ere is a considerable sur- 
plus of:corn in this state, which is available 
snapped and shelled, and ts in good condi- 
tion, the most of it being in the northern 
districts, In which there is only one county 
which reports a shortage. 

From the number of reports received from 
the southeastern and southwestern districts, 
there appears to be a sufficient amount to 
meet the local demand and there will be 
very little movement in or out of these sec- 
tions. 

Tennessee: Mogt sections of Tennessee 
show quite a large surplus. In each section 
there are a few counties reporting a short- 
age, but the majority of them show a 
large lus, especially in the eastern dis- 
trict. This corn is available snapped, on 
the cob and shelled. While the majority of 
it is in good condition, some reports show 
fair and some poor. '
